particnhirs  of  the  niaxitnum  C.ennan  tariff  duties  against 
Canadian  prodncts. 

Into  the  particulars  of  the  unfortunate  trade  dispute 
between  the  two  countries  it  is  not  now  uetessary  to  enter. 
Haupilv,  there  i-  every  reason  to  conclude  that  the  at- 
titude of  iKHh  countries  now  will  be  to  discover  means  to 
increase  trade  to  mutual  advanlage.  Both  counlneshave 
suffered  ill  many  ways  from  the  restrictions  of  the  past 
seven  years,  and  both  may  look  forward  to  profit  in  ample 
measure  by  the  trade  amenities  now  happily  arrany,'ed. 

Many  have  little  conception  of  the  remarkable 
expansion  of  Oermany  in  recent  years.  The  population 
is  increasing?  at  the  rate  of  a  inMlion  a  year  Since  I8y6, 
when  the  Lanrier  (Government  was  returned  to  power,  llie 
population  has  advanced  from  52,7.S3;'»>o  to  M.^"7.'«^' 
in  iqo8,  an  increase  of  20  per  cent.  The  details  of  thib 
strikingandcontinnousincrea.se  of  population  cannot  tail 
to  be  interesting  and  impressive  :

The  agricultural  products  of  Gormany  are 
limitod  and  every  year  she  finds  it  necessary  to  import 
Inore  and  more  from  abroad  wherewith  to  support  her 
teeming  industrial  population.  Such  a  situation  canno 
fail  to  appeal  to  us  in  Canada,  especially  to  our  great  aiul 
ttrowing  agricultural  population,  and  our  l.irge  fishiiiK 
and  other  interests.  Witli  the  inereas*  in  population 
Oermanys  imports  are  ineroasing  enormously.  1  He 
following  figures  are  convincing  :—

What  a  poor  showing  however  Canada  has 
hitherto  made  in  the  respective  imports  into 
Germany. 

in  1897-98,  our  totai  exports  to  Germany 
amounted  to  $2,209,557  ;  today,  1908-9,  they 
amount  to  $1,575,493  ;  the  latter  including  silver 
ore  to  the  value  of  $315,380  and  tobacc3,  $9,428. 
Neither  of  these  specified  products  was  exported 
in  1897-8.  These  figures  show  that,  leaving  out 
silver  ore  and  tobacco,  our  exports  to  Germany 
have  actually  gone  behind  by  the  sum  of  $309,256 
in  the  past  twelve  years.  Even  this  appears 
favorable,  however  bad  it  is,  when  the  statistics 
show  that  in  the  fiscal  year  1906-7,  our  total 
exports  had  fallen  off  to  the  deplorable  amount  of 
$680,101. 

We  have  the  gcK)ds  that  C.erniany  most  iiced<.  The 
);reatest  increase  in  tiernian  imports  durinj^  the  past 
decade  has  heeii  in  products  and  manufactures  of  which 
we  are  increasingly  great  producers,  such  as  wheal  barley, 
feed,  linseed,  cattle,  agricultural  implements,  etc.,  etc. 
It  is  to  our  advantage  to  obtain  as  free  an  entry  into 
Germany  for  these  products  as  possible,  and  the  arrange- 
ments now  wisely  concluded  a/c  very  good  beginning, 
as  our  farmers  and  others  should  s-    n  discover. 

Further,  we  need  most  of  all  a  good  class  of  immi- 
grants, and  we  cannot  do  better  than  encourage  the  in- 
<lustrious,  thrifty  and  prolific  Germans  to  our  shores. 
Besides  that,  we  need  practical  men  and  abundant  capital 
to  help  to  develop  our  great  natural  resources,  our  water 
powers,  coal,  iron,  gold,  silver,  copj)er,  asbestos,  lead, 
lumber,  fisheries  and  other  unlimited  a<lvantagis.  There 
could  be  no  better  time  than  the  present  to  encourage 
this  by  a  sound  system  of  trade  education.  Both  the 
United  .States  and  Germany,  of  recent  years,  have  estab- 
lished anil  are  ever  extending  a  ciiain  of  conimetcial 
consulates  in  all  civilized  countries,  and  Canada  an<l 
Great  Rritain  are  ni>w  paying  iticreasing  attention  to  the 
same  vital  matters.  Only  within  the  last  few  years  the 
Boanl  of  Trade  of  the  British  government  has  appointcil 
a  Trade  Commissioner  to  this  country,  whose  duty  it  is 
to  study  conditions  and  advise  as  to  how  trade  with 
Canada  may  be  most  advantageously  extended  and  con- 
solidated. Much  work  worth  while  may  be  accoujplishe<l 
ill  this  way  by  appointing  a  Canailiau  Trade  Commis- 
sioner to  Germany,  especially  in  advising  Canadian  mer- 
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chauts  ami  mauiifaclurers  as  to  what  is  wanted  in  Ger- 
tnanv,  and  how  best  and  where  to  place  it.  This  inform- 
atioii  should  include  commercial  laws,  general  terms  of 
credit,  as  well  as  descriptions  of  commodities  in  favor 
and  other  essential  matters  broadly  and  in  detail.  The 
kind  of  work  required  is  indeed  about  the  same  as  a 
traveller  would  be  sent  out  to  do  for  a  private  firm  that 
was  seeking  to  extend  its  business  in  new  or  comparatively 
unworked  fields.  A  Canadian  Trade  Commissioner  of 
general  practical  experience  and  with  knowledge  of  trade 
conditions  in  both  Canada  and  Germany,  with  ability  to 
approach  the  merchants  and  manufacturers  of  the  two 
countries  so  as  to  obtain  the  most  valuable  results  is  in 
fact  essential  at  this  time  for  the  furthering  of  the  more 
liberal  commercial  relations  now  about  to  be  established. 

The  Canadian  government,  through  the  Department 
of  Trade  and  Commerce,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Right  Hon.  Sir  Richard  Cartwright,  G.C.M.G.,  has 
already  covered  a  wide  field  with  Canadian  agents,  ap- 
pointed to  look  after  the  best  interests  of  our  commerce 
in  foreign  countries.  Especial  attention  in  this  regard 
has  already  been  paid  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the  United 
SUtes,  Japan,  Australia,  South  Africa  and,  more  recently, 
France.  The  results  have  proved  eminently  satisfactory, 
and  will,  doubtless,  encourage  Sir  Richard  Cartwright 
to  extend  similar  facilities  to  Canadian  traders  with 
Germanv. 
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
